| Some ages ſince , many learned perſons have in com- 
petent meaſure delivered their apprehenſfions concerning 
rhe fatality of che Roman Sea, or Church of Rome to be as it 
were arag end, or quite touctermine in this year»1666. 
Ot this opinion or gueſſe( for it's no more ) are many ſ0- 
ber perſons now living. 

It, vix, the year 1666. hath been wſhered 1n with three 
preeceding Comets, or Blazing Stars; and as unto us 1n 
Englard nes attended with a grievous and conſuming 
Plague or Peſtilence , concomirent with a chargeable war 

) 2gainft che Ho!/anders wo ſevere judgements if rightly 
apprehended they are , by both Engliſh and Hol/aader. 

| Bur the effects of rheſe Comets are not like to determine 
either with us in England, or Holland : afſuredly whole 
Fcrope, Aſia, Afric1, Eaſt-India, as farr 3s the Chinois and 
C Tirtars, Americz, and the many Plantations in moſt of the 
hab:rable parcs oi rhe World, will be ſenſible of ſundry 
Calamities and Alterations in and at their {:veral Seaſons 
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Afrological Prediftions. 


and Times when the high hand of Providenco fhall pre- 
duce the cfteas of theſe Phenomna's into Attion. 

Burt ſyrh rhe firſt beginnings of rlieſe prodigious Co- 
mers have nor been certainly obſerved ( for any thing we 
have yer heard ) we nruſt 1n general oblerye the more 
predominant fignifications they relate unto, and partly 
as we go along in our Aſtrglogical ConjeRures of the 
year , interlace as opportunity ſhall preſent , the quality ' 
of effefts depending from ' them : Auvhors 1n general 
have given little afhſtance in this way of Judicature, they 
have rather obſerved what ſucceeded after their appea- 
rances , than left any rules or diretions how to pre- 
judge : {ome have wrote Hiſtories of them , others have

The firſt rime 1 obſerved 
It was on Tueſday Decemb. 20 th. at 8 of clock at night, 
It was below Rigel of the firſt magnitude in the lett leg of 
07402, viz. an hand breadth from che Hare, below it to- 
wards the Sourh-caſt, it appeared then, as 1f it had been 
a light ſhut up Mm @ glaſs without any ſtreams, the lighr 
of the Mong ob{curing them, and was about the breadth 
'of a ſawcer, the Moon bring then in the 17 th, degree of 
Gemini : I was up that-night, hoping ro ſee the other

think did any here aþours obſerve ut ſooner, the nights 
being cloudy at that time. 

It 1s Retrograde in its motion, and aſcendent towards 
the North-weſt, having paſſed by a Star of the ſecond 
Magnicude in the mouth of the Whale, it was laſt night 
a litzle above a Star cf the third Magnicud: near the 
Whales eye, abour rhe 6 th. degree of Taurus; ſo that ir 
was relapled in 1o nights 44 degrees upon the Aequator, 
and is alcended 23 degrees, and 1ts Diurnal motion luachi 
been 6 degrees and better, merhinks it now abatces ſome= 
thing of 1ts ſpe:d. :

or very little of it to be ſcen : I could nor reſemble che 


form of the tayl more like any thing, than thoſe Whusks ' 


made of twiggs which the Drapers uſe. | 

Our Neighbours who ſaw the firſt Comet ſeveral 
times, ſaid, the firſt ad a ſwinging great tay], rhick, and 
flaming ; chis Taſty a long tayl, bur pictifully chin, and of 
a dusky pale colour. | . 

We hear the third ar laſt Comer was well obſerved in 
Loader, in April 1665. by Perſons of great Abilitics, 
whoſe Obſervations no doubt will appear in Print: Ik 
appearcd about the beginning of Aries, had North Lati- 
rude, and the tayl was abour.s. or 9. degrees. 

There are many (and thoſe exccellear Maghemaricians ) 
who do affirm that theſe three Comers , though they ap- 
peared in ſeycral Months , were all but one; others as 
Routly maintain that thicy were three ſeveral Comets : 
rf theſe three were but one Camert , it's .the greateſt 'mi- 
raclc of Nature that hath been obſerved in this laſt Cen- 
rury of years. And yer Cardanus in his Coment upon 
Ptolomy pag. 269. laith ; Plures poſſe videri conſftat ut Ca- 
roli Martc!li tate, menſe Januario dus Wft ſuut intra qua-= 
inrrdecin dies, quoruw alter Solem pracedebas, alter ſe- 
quebatur candis verſis Anuilonem ſpetantibus, There may 
be many or more Comets than one at the ſame time, as in 
the raicon of Charles Marte'l , two were ſeen in the Month 
o famyy within 14 daycs, whereof on: precceded rhe 
$nn, the other fol!'owed rhe Sun, their tayls turning or 
looking rewards the North , and this was about the yeag 
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Aſtrological P red;FHons. 
526, 1f I remembex right, Rods ſpeakerh of rywo terrible 
Comets near thar time. 

So alſo in the year 1339. two Comets appeared at the 
ſame, of near the ſame time , who like Comparzons al- 
moft eompleted rwo months in their manner of mvtion 
and ſwiftneſs. So Poutanxs relaterh, that I beheld a 
Comet, which ar firſt appeared with a very ſgiall head , 
and as ſhort a tayl , which ſuddenly became of a won- 
detfull magnitude, and digrefled from the Eaft towards 
the North, ſometimes with a quick and hafty motion , ar 
other rimes witha more rem1{s or ſlow motion, and whilt 
Saturn and Mays continued Retrograde , the Comers head 
was carryed averſe or backward, and the tayl went for- 
ward ; but as ſoon as S4tury and Mars became in motion 
dfrc& . the Comer quite altered his courſe towards the 
Weſt with ſuch celerity , that in one day he paſicd thirty 
degrees; and when he had wandred through Aries and 

#6145, he was ſeen no more, and that Comet which ac 
firſt had the ſhorreft rayl, ſo increaſed, that he did at laft 
oceupie with his ſtreams or tayl above fifty degrees ; 
for they arc ſometimes carrycd with incredible ſwiftneſs 
after a ſtrange manner, contrating, and ſometimes tur-" 
ning their tayls rhe contrary wayes. % 

Bur ler us now ſpeak what we conceive of their effe&s, 
or the effc&s of rheſe late Comers: we muſt acknowledge; 
Cum rard videantur, ingentes portendunt calamitates ; Syrlr 
rheſe blazing Stars appear but ſeldome, they withour all 
doubr porrend very great Calamities , whereof Mankind 
13 to be highly ſenſible for many years ; for as three men 
have commonly more ſtrengtlt than one, ſo alſo the 
effe&s of rheſe three ſhall more ſtrangely and ftrong!y 
operate 1n ſeveral and various changes; now in anc King- 
dome or Country, then in another ; mow in the Faſtern 
Kitigdems or Scas, after in the Countreys near the Le- 
vant, Mediteranian, and Sourhern, and Weſtern Naviga- 


tions, then preſently Northward and Northeaſt ;'a gene- 


ral Confternatton awongit all or meſt of the habir»ble 
| parts

parrs of the World, Nation againſt Nation, Pcople, 
Kindred, Conlanguinities , one warring, one affronting 
another ; rhe{c Calamiries nor to be determined tudden- 
* ly, but to ſucceed one in the neck of another withour in» 
termiſtion or any reſt or quictneſs for many years. 

It is affirmed by moſt people, that the firſt Comet ap. 
peared 1n the fign Libre, and by Rexrograde motion , paſ- 
ſed into Virgo, then into Leo, and riere diſappeargd; 
rhere arc nor wanting ſome who conceive it might Þc- 
gin 1n $c0;770, and rhat rhe matter of the Comer was pro- 
duced from rhe preceding ConjunQtion of Saturs and 
Mrs in the 27 th, deg. of Sagitarius, both their Lights 
being firſt confuſed, bur after co2joyn'd into one, whore= 
by thzy might make an appearance of a longer ſtar than 
ordinary, which we vulgarly do call a Comet, or Blafi 
ſt:r, and it may be further conjeured on behalf of thoſe 
who maintain theſe three Comecs tobe all bur one and 
rhe ſatne ; by reaſon of the Union of beams of Saturn ang 
Mars, the Comet mighu lye hid, or diſappear for ſome 
daies, and appear again when they were ſeparated their 
Orbs ; unto which, it may be anſwered, that the Cojtion, 
or ConjuyRion of two Planets are not the cauſe or mate 
cr of Comets, far rhen once in two years there would 
be one or more Comets, becauſe once in two years St- 
. Tora and Mars make a Conjuntion; Whereas certainly 
Comets are created of rhemiſclves, or from ſame remo« 
ter Cauſe nor fully yer found our by Philoſophers. For 
any thing we could ever read, Paracelſys his judgement 
js moſt probable, viz, char Comers, and all ſuch pro- 
_ Phxnawena's , are only the works of An» 

the. 
We do.confeſs, that many times upon the ConjunRion 
of Superior Planers. boyſtcrous - wearher , or ſeveral 
changes according to the nature of the Planets canjoyn- 
jng doth ſucceed, bur ſeldome or rarely, if cver any Ca- 
mer : Notwithſtanding Hermes Apho, 3c ſaith, Fiuat 
in Cal» Diacohontes, wel quadam alia ſigns de naturs 
iznis,

Satkry leaverh one fign, and enters another, there are 
ſtrange ſights or app.ritions, or other prodigies of rhe 
nature of hre : now 1f Saturn of himſelt doth at ſome.

weather, winds and fights: this Conjunion of. Saturn 
and Mars was in the 27 th.degree of Sagittarius,and 12 th, 
day of Novemb. 1664. at which time, or very near it, 
doubtleſs the firſt Comer was viſible, however 1ts not our 
judgement, or do we aſſign that Conjun&ion to be rhe 
efficient Cauſe or Matrer of the three laſt, or only of 
the two firſt Comets. _= 

Dic viat wr quibus in terris? Tell us, Oh ſtranger, whac 
Nation of Eurepe, or almoſt of the World, ſhall be in a 
peaceable condition within three years, or ſoon after : 
both the two Malevolent Planets in Decemb. 1664. whilſt 
the two Comets were viſible, ranging in Capricorn, a tro-

Chriſtnaſ,, 1664. untill che beginning of Fuly, 1665. we 
hid little of no rain at all, and the carth wanting ir, was 
ſo clung and dry in many places, that very little graſs 
appeared in May or Jx1e, whereby there 1s great ſcarcity 
of Hiy,ncither have thoſe parts any great crops of barly, 
or Summer corn: andas to that part of the Aphoriſm,

His Majeſties Subjetts of Fag!and have ſuft-red in 
1665. great damages by lofſe of many of their ſhips and 
people , and {ome perſons of Honor , In thar grear Sca 
hgh berwi .r his Maje'ties Flezr and rhe Durchy wherein, 
notwithſtanding their ſto'rt holiting ,, che Grear God of 
Heaven bleſſed h1s Majcſties Fleet with ſuch 2 victory 0+ 
ver the Hogens of Hall14d , 25 the like hath nat in many 
ages happened , and who knows wherier God hath not 
ordyined his Maieſty ro ſcourge thoſe infolent people , 
up?n whoſe proud and ſtubborn ſpirits, none of his M1- 
jeſties m:1d endeavours for peace, would t1ke place ? It 
1s moſt cor: ain, that when the Dregs of the firſt Conner 
are end:d , the Hollander ſhall pay the Piper, and fing 
Liering; in 2 manner even to their final and utrer De.

Its our opinion, nor do we find 1t repugnant to 12a: On

Eaſtward with a very great tayl and fiery , the rayl' fu 
and very large, as mol have related, pointing Northweſt, 
hath much {Ggnification upon the Engliſh ; bur ler us alſo 
conſider, That rhe head of the Comer might well fignife 
his Majeſty of Great Britain , the great tayl of the Cos» 
met l11s SubjeRs and People, his Ships and Armed men ;
